Rule Given to Prevent Heat 
Prostration.

The prevention of sunstroke is 
something that everyone ought to 
consider during these hot, sultry 
uiuuier days. The observance of 
i lew simple rules would prevent 
a large number of the heat pros- 
trations. 

The most important single piece 
of advice that I can give to those 
who would avoid heat prostration 
is to leave beer and whisky alone. 
A large percentage of prostrations 
occur among drinking men. A 
common instance is that of the 
man who t#ies to work after hav- 
ing been on a spree the night be- 
fore. He is apt to get sunstroke. 

But n man does not have to sret 
drunk to make himself liable to 
prostration. The man who takes 
an occasional single glass of beer 
is not therefore in danger, but any 
one who indulges more than this 
is taking a risk. Especially is it 
had to stop work frequently to 
drink liquor of any kind. Plain 
water drunk in large quantities is 
an excellent preventive of sun- 
stroke. 

Next to drinking the most im- 
portant thing is eating. A large 
part of our food is devoted to the 
heating of the body. It would 
seem clearly evident that we need 
less of such heating food in the 
summer than in the winter. 

When the temperature is ovei 
100 degrees in the sun or 00 de 
grees in the shade, we need be 
heating food. For this reason 
meat should not be eaten mort 
than twice or three times a week. 
A diet of vegetables, fruits and 
buttermilk should replace it. To 
all intents and purposes we are 
living in the tropics in such 
weather as we have been having 
lately, and this being the case we 
should make our diet conform 
with that of dwellers in the equa- 
torial regions. 

Another important matter is the 
keeping of the bowels open. This 
is much more important in sum- 
mer than in winter. We should 
also keep our skins so clean that 
every pore will be open and free 
to perspire. We should drink 
plenty of water and then give it an 
opportunity to work out through 
our skins. 

We wear clothes to keep the 
1 eat of our body in. That is oi e 
of the principle reasons for the 
phenomena of clothing. But in 
summer this reason has no force, 
and we should therefore wear 
clothes light enough to let the heat 
of our bodies out. 

Lastly, don't worry! Don't 
look at the thermometer! If it is 
hot you can safely assume that the 
other fellow knows it. And it is 
certain that to tell him of it will 
make both of you several degrees 
hotter. 

These rules are for those that 
are well. The man who is below 
par needs other precautions. 
People with affections of the heart 
or kidneys or other diseases that 
lower the vitality should be cau- 
tious about putting a strain on the 
weakened part. In most of the 
cases of ordinary heat prostration 
the heat is nothing more than the 
straw that broke the camel's back. 
—Chicago Tribune.

Dr. Matsura, the well known 
physician of Tokyo, while admitting 
the claims of the finger nail to he an 
index of the health, preferB that of 
the hair as Indicating better than any- 
thing else loss and gain in physical 
well being.

In the battle which has been waged 
■gainst the water hyacinth which 
chokes up many of the rivers of the 
southern part of the Tutted Slates, 
the matter has teen complicated to 
a serious degree by the loudness 
which cattle exhibit for this plant. It 
is almost without food value, 
there is something about it which at- 
tracts the animals, and they have 
been known to be lured to death In 
their efforts to secure the hyacinth. 
Only one method has been discovered 
to eradicate it, and that was by the 
use of powerful acids, which were 
sprayed upon the plants and which 
were- very effective in killing it, but 
this application was the mean 
killing a great number of animals, 
and the practice was discontinued by 
.act of congress. In the last two years 
investigations have beep conducted by 
the government in the effort to dis 
cover some means of making this ap- 
plication In such a manner as to over- 
come the danger to cattle, but it has 
been without success. It was found 

that the cattle could uot be prevented 
from eating the sprayed plants, and 
that all effective compounds for the 
purpose were deadly to the cattle. 0) 
der fhe existing circumstances til 
only mannei In which the growth is 
combated Is by cutting It otl 
blocks by the use of special 
ohinery and boats and towing the 
tangled mass to'' the open water and 
M itiiin ii adrift. There is known tb 
exist a parasiilc fungus growth which 
attacks the hyacinth leaves from be- 
neath, forming concent ric circles, and 
in time completely kills the leaves.
